A brief hittorical sketch of thr .idem of 

the United 

The greatest Republic in this 
world is the United States of Ameri- 
ca; established by the men and wo- 
men of a century and a quarter ago; 
the fathers and mothers, who were 
once children; even as to-day are 
ours. They grew up in bravery and 
power, developed by the hardships 
and trials of a pioneer life, and by 
the Christian principles of true li- 
berty. 

Foremost among the Fathers of 
that far-away time, stands George 
Washington, " First in War, first in 
peace, and first in the hearts of his 
countrymen," the anniversary of 
whose birth, i8a years ago, occurs 
on the aad of the shortest winter 
month. 

NATIVB OF VIRGINIA, 1732. 

This boy, born on the banks of 
the Rappahannock, Virginia, was 
of such grand heredity, noble par- 
ents, and favorable backwoods en- 
vironment, that he through two 
score years of strenuous life, evolved 
into a brilliant, good and great man, 
General and President; justly char 
acterized as "The Father of His 
Country." 

His wonderful career soon became 
well known throughout the ci\ 
world. We all know his histoi 
remarkable achievements ; ho 
the early age of 19 he, nearly alone 
much of the time, went on a three 
months journey on foot to aud from 
Williamsburg, Kasteru Virginia, 
through an uqbrokeu wildci 
over the Allegheny Mountains, atul 
across rivers ; 700 miles to Presque 
Isle (now Krie) as a Commissioner 
from Gov. Dinwiddie, Vs., reaching 
within 15 miles of Lake Erie, I 
finding the French Commandant. 

This was a most perilous tour ; in 
winter amid countless perils from 
storms, icy rivers, wild animals, and 
still wilder Indian foes. We kn 
how when outward bound, reaching 
the junction of the Mono unl 

Allegheny Rivers, he prophet i. 
anticipated that point as best for a 
fortification and a future great 
city. 

He from there, with two Indian 
guides, walked up the River Valley 
to Venango now Franklin 
Returning, he with but one compa- 
nion, crossed the Allegheny River, 
through ice arid suow ; m 
en and drowned, making a more 
direct route through the woou 
over mountains, and after three 
months absence, safely reached the 
Governor with the results of his 
embassy, which he well judged to 
arf are.

Letter sent by Frank A. Johnson 
of Chicago, to Woodrow Wilson, 
President of the United States: 

"Six score and eighteen years 
ago the Declaration of Independence 
was adopted that all men are created 
equal and forty-one years later the 
first school for the Deaf in the 
United States was founded at Hart 
ford, Connecticut, thus making no 
distinction between the hearing and 
the deaf. Now in all the States an 
education is provided for deaf chil- 
dren and also the national govern- 
ment has made provision for their 
college education in the District of 
Columbia. Deaf adults are scatter- 
ed throughout this country, and in 
fact they shine aa respectable citizens; 
und in various departments of 
.dive industry, in the marts of 
trade and even in the several learned 
professions; and render valuable 
service in different departments of 
the government, whether federal, 
State or muncipal. "But in the 
Chicago post office they, although 
they have been able to pass the re- 
quired examinations, are denied of 
appointments. 

It. President, as a resident of 
Chicago and also a former member 
of the Committee on Civil Service 
under the direction of the National 
Association of the Deaf. I trust 
you or the postmaster General will 
give it careful consideration. "

Now we will avail ourselves of 
Chief Howard's nation-wide invita- 
tion to express views on the Gal- 
laudet Monument at Hartford. 

From all that has been said on the 
subject, from Mr. John B. Crane 
down, it is evident that the authori- 
ties of the Hartford School have 
never assumed any responsibility for 
the proper care of the monument. 
Whatever they have done in the way 
of repairs was merely voluntary on 
their part. Let us thank them for 
this much. As they are waiting for 
any plan which the N. A. D. may de- 
cide upon concerning the disposal of 
the two monuii: tllaudet and 

Clerc, we must do our own thinking 
and make a suggestion. 

It is a matter of great regret that 
the deaf of nearly sixty years ago 
selected marble for a memorial that 
ought to last a century or two. 
This kind of stone cannot withstand 
the elements of the New England 
climate. But it would be a sad mis 
take to transfer the Gallaudet monu- 
ment to any other locality than Hart- 
ford, the cradle of our education. It 
would rob Hartford of a certain 
prestige the sacred monument confers 
upon it. In a view of the probable 
removal of the dear old school to 
new" quarters, we, for one, would 
favor its transfer to the city of Hart- 
ford on condition that the authorities 
would place it in one of its best parks 
and properly care for it, unless the 
authorities would willingly assume 
the responsibility for its future care 
We would much rather have the 
monument properly repaired with the 
$2,000 recently raised for the pur- 
pose, and let it stand on its present 
site or go with the school in case of 
removal. This is clearlythe wish of 
our dear friend, Dr. K. M. Gal- 
laudet. 

In our humble opinion, repairs 
should not be postponed. Let us 
restore the monument as much as 
possible before the convention in 
1917. Then the question of removal 
can be taken up. 

In its present dilapidated condi- 
tion, the fiallaudet monument would 
present a very pitiable spectacle 
With the $2,000 unexpended, the 
tribute to our first benefactor would 
be a mere farce, insulting to the me- 
mory of so worthy a man — a lasting 
disgrace to the American deaf of to- 
day. So, let us repair the monument 
properly before the Centennial Con- 
vention comes. 
The objection to the idea of letting 
illaudet and Clerc monuments 
stand in front of the school, for the 
reason that " they give the impres- 
sion of the yard being a burying 
ground" is not to be taken 
seriously unless the inscriptions 
give such an im; Such 

tributes of gratitude adorn the 
grounds of most public 

institutions — universities, colleges, 
normal schools, aca con- 

vents, hospitals, city parks and 
public squares. The idea that origi- 
nated with the deaf who erected 
ments, was that both were 
dedicated not only to the deaf of that 
day, but to posterity — to arouse a 
sense of gratitude in the younger 
is yet to be educated at 
the school, as well as in the future 
deaf of the country who might 
visit the dear old mother school.
